As Treaties of Péace are faid to be in great Forwardnef, 
and the World every Day expeéts the Mountain will bring 
forth, { muft make free a little further with the Pamphlet 
entitled, The prefent Condud of the War, mentioned in my 
laft, for a Quotation which will give ample Proof of the 
uncommon Abilities of certain Minifters, of their juft Con- 
ception of the true Intereft of their Country, and the Ad- 
drefs which they have in fo mafterly a Manner put in Prac 
tice, for obtaining a fafe and honourable Peace : As the fame 
Councils, whatever Channels they pafs through, may pro- 
bably influence the prefent Negociations, what Happinefs 
are we not to expect from fuch ‘Talents? The Author; 
fpeaking of the Time when the King of Praja was about 
making an Irruption into Saxony in the Year 1745, fays, 
“ The vigorcus Meafures which the King of Pr—a faw 
the Czarine Teady to enter on, difconcerted his Schemes, 
tied up his Hands, and render’d for fome Time the Man, 
who was one of the principal Caufes and Support of the 
Difturbances of this Part of the World, as a mere Cypher 
in the Affairs of Eurcpe. At this critical Time, who of all 
People in the World fhould find the Means to extricate his 
Pr——n Majefty out of thefe Difficulties, and, by a prefs- 
ing Solicitation at the Court of Peterfbourg, fet him at Li- 
berty to purfue Views fo fatal to the Caufe which we 
make Profeffion to efpoufe ? No one furely can fufpe& thofe 
very People, whofe Schemes to baffle and Expences to fruf- 
trate he looks on as his moft effential Intereft as well as 
Glory. No one furely can fufpeét that thofe very People 
fhould now with more than Chriftian Charity (which only 
requires to turn the other Check alfo) induftrioufly confirm 
that Power in his Hands with which he was about to fcourge 

them, fhould pull down with one Hand what they build 
ap with the other, fhould undermine the Queen of Hun- 
gary with their Councils while they fapport her with their 
Purfe. For from fuch incoufiftent Conduét what could we 


5 expect ?”—To convince the Reader, that Great Pritain 


is not hereby meant, the Author quotes Part of the ‘Treaty 
of Warfaw, concluded January the 8th, 1745, wherein 





it is faid, <* That if, in Confequence of his Po/i/> Majefty 
the Eleétor of Saxony’s Engagements by the prefent Alliance, 
his States in Germany fhould be attacked, befides the effec- 
tive Affiftance the Allies would give for his immediate De- 
fence, they would ufe their utmoft Efforts to procure him 
from the Aggrefior full Satisfafiion for the Damage he may 
thereby fuftain, and for this Purpofe, in cafe any of the 
Countries fhould be feized on, they fhall not lay down their 
Arms until the fame be fully reftored to him.” Article the 
7th. ‘* This; fays the Author, is a full Proof of our 
friendly Difpofitign towards his Poli Majelty ; which will 
farther appear whenever the Letters, which in this Year 
pafs’d between the Courts of Peterfbourg and London, come 
to Light. I would willingly, continues he, fet in the 
ftrongeft Light, would give all the Force they are capable 
of to the Arguments, whith were faid to prevail with, and 
were with great Earneftnets prefs'd on, the Court of Peter/- 
bourg for the Attainment of this End, It was faid, that 
the Treaty of Bre/lau was renewed by the Courts of Lon- 
dom and Pruffia, to which nothing was wanting but the 
Acceffion of the Queen of Hungary, for whom reafonable 
Terms were already procured from the King of Prufias 
that her Obftinacy protracted the War; that to give her 
Succour would be an Encouragement to that Obflinacy, 
would be kindling up and fpreading farther that Flame 
which ought to be extinguifh’d 5 that if there was no other 
Remedy for her Obitinacy, fhe ought to fuffer the Confe- 
quences of her own Folly 3 that the War ought to:be re- 
duced within narrower Limits, in order the more eafily to 
put an End thereto.”"—After this, the Author goes on to 
fhew, that by hindering the Cxarina from fending Affittance 
to the Ele&tor of Saxony, he was forced into the Arms of 
Franze, whith was a double Lofs to us, as we were depriv'd 
of an Ally, and the Enémy gained one. ‘Then the Author 
proceeds in the following Manner: ‘* But [ muft not fo 
let pafs that tinfel Reafon, that Mockery of Common 
Senfe, that Impotency of Underftanding, by whieh it is 
pretended, that keeping the Ruffans out of the War was 
the ready Way to fhorten it: A moft excellent Method 
of fhortening the War, by rejefling new Allies, and ren- 
dering our old ones fo weak as not to be able to carry it on! 
a moft notable Way of procuring Peace! how could it pof- 
fibly fhorten the War, but by our Acceptance of a bad 
Peace? If refufing to encreafe the Number of our Allies 
was a likely and proper Means of putting an End to the 
War, there is {till a more likely, a more proper one, by 
throwing down our Arms and recciving the J.aw from the 
Conqueror. I believe I need not purfue this Point any 
farther ; I hope the Nation will agree that the moft proper 
means for Britons to have fought Peace, was by endeavour- 
ing at a Superiority over the Enemy 3 but we have {0 bilked 
and bafficd the Defigns of thofe who were well inclined to 
our Caufe, fo abus’d thofe who were engag’d in it, fo marred 
all things, that, if Heaven doth not do more for.us than 
we ourfelves can do againft us, we are irrecoverably loft. 
The Intereft of the King of P—a, or, what is more 
material, the Light in which he fees his own Intercit, tho’ 
fo vifible, fo obvious, has been fo little underflood, or, if 
underftood, has been fo little regarded (not I hope upon 
any Confiderations which I {hall immediately mention) by 
the Directors of our Affairs, that I will fay a Word or two 





on this Head, tho’ touch’d upon before. It is undeniably 
our Intereft to raife the Houfe of Aufiria to fuch a Height 
as to be a Ballance to the Power of France, and that too 
as independently as poffible of the other Princes of Germany, 
But from thence to imagine, that it is the Intereit too of 
the Princes of Germany to fix fuch a Power in the Houfe of 
Aufiria, i to reafon for them upon the Footing of our own 
Intereft, and not of theirs. It is the Intereft pethaps of alt 
the Princes of Germany (and, I am afraid, is but too well 
underflood by moft of them) to deprefs the Houfe of 
Auftria, and leffen that Power which many of them have 
fenfibly felt, and which is capable of being exerted on 
many more Occafions thai that of France, For it is the 
Proximity of Power which offends; it is the fame in high 
as in commoh Life; a Perfon ever fo opulentat a Diftance, 
gives ho Uneafinefs: A rich Neighbour is often dreaded. 
Add to this, that the King of P——a isin Poflefion of the 
rich Province of Si/efa, to which his original ‘Tide is no 
more than a Conquelt made by a lucky Opportunity on @ 
Power when at Liberty infinitely hit Superior. Looking 
on Things in this Light, can any Man doubt, that the King 
of P—a will place his Security any where but in the 
Power and Friendthip of France and Weaknefs of the Houle 
of Axfria, white he has the probable Means of effecting 
it? From this appears the Folly of our Meafures. Our 
fole Aim is to gain the Superiority of France, and, upon 
the leaft Profpeét of Succefs, the King of P—a by his In- 
terpofition is fure to ruin the whole; whereas we can never 
do any thing effetual without becoming fuperior both to 
France and Prujia; of which the Refians and Saxons 
afforded a glorious Opportunity. But it was a Pearl before 
Swine.

Hague, March 24, They write from Bruffels, by this 
Day’s Letters, that the French are making a great Quan- 
tity of Fafcines in the Foreft of Soignics, which are tranf 
ported to Louvainas faftas made: That Boats were arriving 
every Day from Ghent, laden with all Kinds of Stores, and 
immediately fent forward to Namur, where the French had 
already affembled a Train of 80 Pieces of Cannon, and 50 
Mortars; and that the ‘Troopsarrive daily in fuch Num- 
bers, that it was expected every Thing would be ready for 
the opening the Campaign the firlt Week ef next Month.

The Lords being feated in their Robes, and Lord Lovat 
prought to the Bar, the Managers were order’d to proceed 
againithim 5 upon which an Evidence was {worn in Behalf 
of tie Crown, who had been Secretary to his Lordfhip, 
and a Letter was produced, fign’d Lov ar, directed to Secre- 
tary Murray, which this Evidence prov’d to be his Lord- 

ip’s Signing. 
5 rp Lovat defir’d fome Refpite, otherwife, he 
was was fo ill, he told them, their Lordfhips might pro- 
vide a Funeral for him, 

Monday, Marth 16. 

This Morning about 11 o’Clock the Lord Lovat was 
brought from the ‘Tower in the ufual Manner, with the 
Axe before him, to Wefiminfter-hall, and the Lords being 
ferted in their Robes, the Lord High Steward defir’d the 
Managers for the Hon. Houfe of Commons to proceed 
further in their Evidence, and that they proved feveral 
Letters figned by the Lord Lovat, and {ent to the young 
Pretender and his Adherents. 

After which the Managers for the Houfe of Commons 
fumm’d up their Evidence fully to prove the Articles exhi- 
bited againit him by them, for High-Treafon, in Behalf 
of the Crown, which were fufficient to prove the feveral 
Fads alledg’d againft him, and would not trouble their 
Lordthips any further. noe " 
* Then Lord Lovat being defir’'d to proceed in his Evi- 
dence, he mov’d for four or five Days refpite, and that 
they would be pleas’d to defire a certain Perfon might be 
examined as a Witnefs on his Behalf. 

And Application being made to the Houfe of Commons 
Leave was given accordingly. 

And then the Lord Lovat: was ordered back ta the 
Tower, andco be carried up again on Wednefday. 

Wednefday, March 18. 

And the Lords being there feated in their Robes ; and the 
Prifoner brought to the Bar, the Lord High Steward ac- 
quainted him he might proceed in his Defence, ; 

Upon which his Lordfhip in a Speech fignified that his 
Council might proceed, but as he apprehended it was in- 

confiftent with the Rules and Orders of the Houfe, defired 
that their Lordthips would indulge him, to deliver in his 
Defence and ObjeCions againft the Evidences in Writing, 
which was granted, and the fame was read by a Clerk at 
the Table; wherein he defired a Refpite for fome ‘Time 
io fend for his Witneffes out of Scotland, who refufed to 
come 3 but that was not granted. 

‘Then the Houfe was adjourned to the Chamber of Par- 
liament, and after Debate, being returned the Lord High 
Steward defired the faid Lord to proceed in his Defence ; 
but he having no Evidence to produce. 

The Lord High Steward put the Queftion, Whether or 
no He was guilty of High-'Treafon? and began with the 
junior Lord (Arthur Lord Herbert of Cherbury) who 
food up Uncovered, and Laying his Right Hand upon 
his Left Brealt, faid Gué/ty upon my Honour ; as did all tie 
reft of the Lords. 

After which the Lord Lovat was ordered to be brought 
tothe Bar of the Houfe of Peers in Weftminfter-Hall on 
Thurfay, in Order to thew Caufe why Sentence of Death 
fhould not pafs on him. 

Thurfday, March 29. 

At Two o’Clock the Right. Hon. the Lord High Steward 
pronounced Sentence of Death on Simon Lord Lovat : His 
Lordfhip made a long Speech in regard to his Loyalty to 
his late Majefty, and the prefent Royal Family, and the 
great Service he did in the Year 1715, in being inftru- 
mental in fupprefling that Rebellion: His Lordthip 
mention’d the great Liteem the late and prefent King had 
for him, and that he never fhew'd any Difrefpect, but 
only once, being out of Temper at his Company of High- 
landers being broke, which was mifconitrued to his Dif- 
advantage. His Lordthip had feveral Sentences of Humour 
in his Speech. 

Afterwards the Lord High Steward afk'd him if he had 
any thing to move in Arreit of Judgment, to which he 
replied, that he infifled on his Evidences being fent for ; 
on which the Lords withdrew to their Houfe, and return'd 

An about halfan Hour, Lord Lovat then ftood up, and 
humbly hop'd their Lordthips would excufe his rude long 
Speech, and with’d he had the Eloquence of his Coufin 
Murray; afterwards the Lord High Steward made an 
fected Speech, and pronounced the Sentence. 

Then Lord Lovat faid, as he had given Proofs of his 
Loyalty to the late and prefent King, he hop'd his Lord- 
fhip would recommend him to his Majelty’s Mercy. 

After which turning to the Commons, he faid, he hoped 
the worthy Managers of the Houfe, as they were ftout, 
Would be merciful; and going from the Bar, faid, God b/c/s 





you all, I wifh you all an everlapling Farewell, for we feall 
never meet again in this Place. 

His Majetty has been pleafed to dire€&t that the feveral
